H orta, Azores, Ju ly 15. — The at 
tem pted trans-A tlantic flight 
of

single-m otored Polish biplane M arshal 
P ilsudski ended in a disastrous crash 
on G raciosa Island, one of th e Azores 
group, w here the fliers sought a haven 
a fte r developing serious m otor trou 
hies. 
M ajor Louis Idzikow ski, w hose g rea t 
am bition was to pioneer a cross-A t­ 
lan tic trail from P aris to th e U nited 
States, w as killed instantly in th e ex­ 
plosion w hich followed the crash to 
th e rocky ground w hen a forced lan d ­ 
ing w as attem pted. 
C asim ir K ubala, th e other m em ber 
of the M arshal Pilsudski crew, m iracu 
lously escaped death and w as 
in 
a 
hospital today suffering from various 
injuries. 
The m achine w as com plete­ 
ly destroyed. 
T he details of th e 
tragedy 
w ere 
still incom plete today. 
T he crash of th e M arshal Pilsudski 
cam e S aturday night, a fte r the plane 
h ad been fighting bad w inds th ro u g h ­ 
out the day, alm ost from the tim e it 
h it out to sea a fte r leaving P aris a t 
daw n. 
T he governor of th e Azores notified 
th e Portuguese governm ent

ing funeral services w ere 
held 
on 
G racious Island for the dead Polish 
flier. 
M ajor Idzikow ski w as 38 years old, 
one of the best know n fliers in Europe, 
a veteran of th e w orld w ar w ith th e 
R u ssian arm y. 
W hen Poland becam e 
an independent sta te and form ed an 
arm y of its own, Idzikow ski joined its 
a ir force and served as a m em ber of 
th e K osciusko E scadrille. H e w as dec­ 
o rated th ree tim es for bravery w hile 
serving w ith the R ussians. 
Idzikow ski and K ubala started p lan ­ 
ning a flight across the A tlantic to the 
U nited 
S tates 
even 
before 
Colonel 
C harles A. L indbergh m ade his his­ 
toric flight from N ew York to P aris.

w here the Polish plane, M arshal P il­ 
sudski, crashed S aturday night a fte r 
developing m otor trouble, killing M aj. 
Louis 
Idzikow ski 
and 
injuring 
his 
m ate, 
C asim ir 
K ubala, 
discouraged 
th e Frenchm en in th e ir determ ination 
to blaze an air trail from P aris to 
N ew York. 
A fter getting a perfect sta rt in th eir 
a tte m p t to cross th e 
A tlantic 
last 
S aturday, Coste and Bellonte, fa r out 
a t sea, decided to tu rn back to P aris 
because of the terrific w inds and th eir 
effect upon the plane’s fuel 
supply. 
They overcam e th e hazards of 
hail, 
storm and rain and landed a t Villa 
C oulbay airp o rt outside of P aris a fte r 
having flown 3,350 miles. 
“W hat happened to th e P oles?” w as 
th e first question Coste shot a t the 
U nited 
P ress 
rep o rter 
who 
shook 
han d s w ith him w hen he cam e out of 
his cabin a t the airp o rt. 
The new s of 
th e tragedy w as a g rea t shock to both 
F renchm en, who had kn5w n the Poles 
for a long tim e and who had g reat 
respect for th eir ability. 
“W e are very tired ,” Coste said, "but 
it w as a g rea t experience. 
W e will 
try again.” 
“On our outw ard journey we m et 
bad w eather 300 m iles from the coast,” 
B ellonte said. 
“The hailstones w ere 
as big aa chicken eggs. 
T here w as a 
fierce adverse wind. 
W e w ere able to 
go little better th a n 50 m iles an hour.” 
Coste said they saw th ere and then 
th a t they never would be able to m ake 
th e opposite coast of th e A tlantic. H e 
said: 
“W e found we w ere consum ing m ore 
gasoline th an we had expected so we 
finally decided th e re w as 
only 
one 
th in g to do—tu rn back. 
“W e opened a bottle of cham pagne 
over the A tlantic, d ran k to our fu tu re 
success and sta rted back.” 
T hey declared th a t a t no tim e w ere 
they in touch w ith th e Polish fliers. 
C oste and Bellonte w ere determ ined 
today to m ake an o th er attem pt. They

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Another Nuisance— the Loiter inn Motorist 


T he Dispatch referred recently to the Chicago motorist who 
was arrested in Gary, Indiana, and tined $5 for slow driving. 
It 
appears he was going at such a funeral pace as to hold up through 
traffic. 
While driving on the Gull Lake Road or State Trunk High­ 
way No. 19 this Sunday the same condition of affairs was noted. 
There were cars proceeding at a 20-mile an hour gait and holding 
up through traffic which is entitled to proceed at the legal pace of 
45 miles an hour. A State Trunk Highway in these* days of heavy 
traffic is no place for a “rubberneck” sightseeing tour at 20 miles 
an hour. 
A few years ago the Gary, Indiana, episode 
would 
have 
seemed odd says the Minneapolis Tribune. 
Now it is sure to win 
the hearty applause of a large part of the motoring public. Our 
concept of the automobile as a vehicle of transportation has been 
enlarged; and our concept of highway manners has undergone 
certain modifications. 
Broad arterial highways are now supposed 
to he used by fast-traveling motor cars. 
People who commute 
long distances, and who use the motor car as a substitute for the 
train, must run at high speed. One of the great changes the auto­ 
mobile has wrought in American life has been that of making re­ 
mote places accessible. 
No inconsiderable phrt of the value of 
the highway lies in the fact that it can he Used instead of the rail­ 
road. 
Those who choose to do what formerly would have been 
called their railroad travelling by automobile naturally must run 
at a speed approximating railroad speed. 
It is here that the loiterer becomes objectionable. 
Most high­ 
ways are hut two-way affairs, and cars can he safely passed only 
when no cars are coming from the opposite direr! ion. 
lf there is 
a heavy and continuous stream of traffic from (he opposite direc­ 
tion, the loiterer may hold up indefinitely anything from 5 J o 25 
or 40 cars. 
The effect is much the same as if a solid obstruction 
had hee ti placed across the road. 
The motorists so held up fend 
to become irritated, reckless, and sometimes desperate. Some will 
endeavor to pass at the imminent risk of colliding with a car com­ 
ing from the opposite direction. 
The loiterer is guilty of gross lack of considerateness, to be­ 
gin with. 
He is willing to put 20 or fit) people to great incon­ 
venience because, for some reason, he wauls to travel at a speed 
which is not the accepted speed of the highway. 
And beyond that 
lie constitutes a direct element of hazard to other motorists. 
He 
drives some motorists to attempt reckless passes; and he there­ 
fore increases the chances of head-on collisions in which others 
may he involved. 
There are many times when a motorist can drive ut a snail­ 
like pace without discommoding anybody. 
Hut there are also 
times when this particular motorist becomes a first-class nuisance. 
There are wrong times for fast driving and wrong times for slow 
driving; and the man who violates the dictates of common sense, 
courtesy, and safety either way is equally reprehensible.

“Babcock roads” re-echoed. 
In commending this latest “ Babcock reappointme*nt,” the Min­ 
neapolis Tribune says that it was “taken for granted. 
Mr. Bab­ 
cock is so thoroughly identified with goods roads and with the ef­ 
ficient administration of our highway system that his continu­ 
ance in office is a foregone conclusion. * * * More than any other 
man, Mr. Babcock is responsible for the state’s fine system of 
highways and his administration of them has always been marked 
by a vision, an integrity and a zeal which lins never yet been 
found wanting. 
:: Minnesota has grown to assume that lit' will 
continue as state highway commissioner just as long as it is his 
pleasure to do so.” 
We do not know inst how long ago Mr. Babcock began his 
highway service in Minnesota, Hut he has I icon retained under 
successive state administrations strictly on his merits. 
“There is 
never any serious talk of a successor to Mr. Babcock," our Min­ 
neapolis contemporary notes in passing.* The job is not imperilled 
by political or factional “exigencies.” 
He isn’t required to “ p lay 
politics” to hold it. 
His sole function is that of road builder aud 
administrator. 
Minnesota, justly proud of its highway system, 
honors its builder, whose fine reputation extends far beyond the 
confines of his own state. 
1 . 
In this matter of highway administration, Minnesota’s ex­ 
perience and example shine by contrast with those of Louisiana, 
with its highway commission so reduced to political vassalage 
that, according to the very recent testimony of its retiring engi­ 
neer, its affairs are in “a chronic state of disorder” and it has “ no 
rational plan of procedure.” 
Minnesota has demonstrated that 
state highway administration can he efficient when it is divorced 
from politics and administrators of proven efficiency are con­ 
tinued in service as a matter of course. The people of Louisiana, 
for their own interest and welfare, must some day—and tile 
sooner the better— compel the complete and permanent divorce­ 
ment of their own highway administration from the political 
manipulation and demoralization that so grievously impair its ef­ 
ficiency and public usefulness.
